ANSWERS CHARGE 


His statement was made in an-| 
swering a charge by Mayor Andrew 
Davison of Calgary that in the 
spring of 1938 the premier had pro- 
posed borrowing $5,000,000 for es- 
tablishment of a provincial bank. 


In his statement, the Premier re- 
veals that it was J. J. Sousa and 
not he, who wrote the letter as 
charged by Mayor Davison and in 
it he points out that the money 
mentioned in the letter was not 
for starting a bank but for refund- 
ing debt and building the high- 
way. 

The premier’s statement, in reply 
to Mayor Davison, follows: 

During the early part of 1938 Mr. 
J. J. Sousa and his syndicate made 

a proposal regarding the building of 
a highway through Alberta to 
Alaska and the refunding of our 
total debt at 2 percent. They were 
to supply the money and, to 
facilitate the handling of accounts, 
they demanded that we support

Washington reports that United States 
plants have delivered 1,100 warplanes to 
Britain and France, are working on 2,900 
more, and are considering orders for 8,000 
additional bombers. If any planes have 
gone to Germany the fact is not reported. 
Since they would have to be shipped 
round-about and surreptitiously there 
cannot have been many in any case. 

As the United States market is open 
to all comers who can pay cash and take 
delivery at seaboard, there is only one 
reason why Raeder has not been buying 
there in any numbers he wanted and could 
pay for. That reason is the existence of the 
British and French navies, But for these 
Allied warships, numerous enough, swift 
enough, and powerful enough to control 
the Atlantic waterways, the Nazis would 
have equal access to United States sources 
of supply. 

Were it not for the preponderant naval 
power of the Allies, democracy in Europe 
would be in a bad way, and democracy on 
this continent would be in plain sight of

The Hostages at Tien Tsin 

The barbed wire around the British 
and French settlements at Tien Tsin has 
been again charged with electricity, Japa- 
nese sentries doubled, and food is admit- 
ted only as an occasional favor. The 
renewal of the blockade is explained as 
due to the activities of anti-Japanese ele- 
ments inside the enclosure. But it follows 
too closely on Tokyo's protest against the 
removal of German passengers from a 
Japanese liner to leave any doubts as to 
the real reason. The British and French 
nationals are to be tortured because these 
countries refuse to surrender their rights 
under international law at the bidding of 
the Japanese authorities. 

Considering the definitely known aims 
and the established methods of Japan's 
military masters, the wonder is not that 
residents of the concessions are to be 
abused, but that there are any British and 
French still residing there. They should 
have got out when the starvation policy 
was suspended for a season. It was surely 
foreseen that it would be resumed when- 
ever the war-makers wanted to make a 


fresh demonstration of their contempt for 
treaty rights held by foreigners in China.

selves voluntary hostages in the hands of 
those from whom they have no reason to 
expect either justice or mercy. 

Some responsibility also attaches to 
the British and French authorities for not 
ordering their nationals to vacate a place 
where they have an undoubted right to 
reside but which right their Governments 
are not in position to defend. Undoubtedly 
the concession-dwellers have shown cour- 
age in remaining, and their Governments 
firmness in passively encouraging them 
to remain. But in the absence of a protect- 
ing force their continued presence looks 
rather pointless as an assertion of their 
rights.

In addition to ever-mounting taxation, food 
and clothing prices have advanced over 200 per 
cent, A serious coal shortage exists. Govern- 
ment inspectors have sealed one burner on every 
domestic gas range in Tokyo.

Tank Bogey 


At the outset of the war there was a great 
deal of head-wagging by the military critics. 
It was said that much of the military action 
to come would be tactics of rapid movement 
over long distances; it was pointed out that 
mechanized units would be invaluable military 
arms; and it was declared that the tanks were 
one of the most powerful and effective of such 
mechanized units. 

Then, to cap their arguments, the critics 
noted that Russia had something like 6,000 
tanks; that Germany had 3,000 or even a little 
better; that Italy had 1,200; while France only 
had 2,500 of this valuable weapon, and Britain 
but a thousand. And these blue-ruin artists 
concluded that when the opposing forces met the 
result might well be disastrous for the Allies. 
All of which sounded pretty bad. 

But the Finns have shown up tank warefare 
to be something of a bogey. Armed with small, 
powerful, anti-tank guns, the Finns have stop- 
ped many of even the most ponderous of the 
Russian clattering leviathans dead in their 
tracks. 

That is most heartening information for the 
dark days that lie ahead. If the Nazis do under- 
take their drive through the lowlands, they can 
be expected to operate with mechanized units, 
including the tank. They will, of course, be 
met with anti-tank guns; guns whose effective- 
ness has been proven, for most of the weapons 
used by the Finns are of French or British 
manufacture, 

It is cheering to have the bogey of the in- 
vineibility of the tanks knocked out.—Winnipeg 
Free Press.

NEW SCALE OF 
RATIONS FOR 
ARMY UNITS 


List Calculated To Mod- 
ernize Dinner Table Of 


Fighting Forces 


OTTAWA, Feb. 7.—The defence 
minister, Hon, Norman Rogers, 
announced Tuesday a new scale 
of rations for Canadian military 
and alr forces calculated 
modernize the dinner table of 
the fighting forces with all the 
calories and vitamins beloved by 
dieticians, 


The new ration jist includes 17 
standard commodities and certain 
alternatives. It lays special empha- | 
sis on fresh apples, 
eggs. 

A committee of scientists and ex- 
perts in dietetics, upon the request} 
of the defence department, through | 
the national research council of | 
Canada, drew up the new ration 
list. 


COOKING SCHOOLS 

As well as providing a diet ar- 
ranged to bring undernourished 
men to the pink of physical condi- 
tion in a short period and maintain 
that condition, the minister said, | 
the proper preparation of their food 
has been arranged for by the pro- 
vision of cooking schoois for army 
cooks. 

The soldier of 1914-18 saw little 
fresh fruit, fresh milk or eggs, even 
while in training in Canada. Some- | 
times there were dried prunes, then | 
the only alternative to jam. Now 
Canadian honey, corn syrup and| 
molasses are on the list as well as 
fresh apples. | 

When these cannot be obtained, | 
dried Canadian apples, canned Ca-| 
nadian apple-pie filler and canned 
pumpkin will be available, 


MEAT REDUCED 
Inclusion in the new list of Cana- 
dian fish, whether fresh, dried, can- | 
ned, filleted or smoked, reduces the 
ration of beef and other fresh meats 
from one pound for each man each | 


milk, fish and | 


day to 14 ounces, in order that a 
greater variety may be had in 
meals, Mr. Rogers said. 


Bread is now provided on the 
basis of 14 ounces a day, but the 
cook may draw 14 ounces of flour 
as an alternative, plus shortening 
and baking powder. This enables 
cooks to produce pies, cakes and 
cookies, for the mess hall. There is 
now an issue of four eggs a week 
for every man, and three ounces of 
galt pork for each man, as desired, 
may be had in lieu of the bacon 
allotment, 


ALTERNATIVE ISSUES 

Cereals (two ounces) and maca- 
roni (four ounces) are alternative | 
issues to the rice ration of two) 
ounces per day, The issue of cheese 
is one ounce. It now is possible for 
the units to draw 10 ounces of fresh | 
pasteurized milk for 50 per cent, of 
its strength each day, and five} 
ounces of irradiated evaporated | 
whole milk for the remainder. 

One quarter ounce of chocolate | 
has been added to the list of bever- | 
ages as an alternative to coffee and| 
tea, 

The daily issue of fresh veget- 
ables is increased from six to eight 
ounces for each man. Canned to- 
matoes are an alternative, to be} 
issued twice a week. | 


IODIZED SALT 

Split peas and dried beans re- 
main on the list as before. The 
soldier or airman still consumes | 
three ounces of granulated sugar a 
day. lIodized salt, one-half ounce} 
a day, replaces the ordinary table 
salt, Each soldier is allotted 1-36th 
ounce of pepper in his daily diet 

This brings into effect a broad 
variation of the 1914 ration list} 
which was as follows: Breat, one 
pound; meat, one pound; potatoes, 
one pound; bacon, twoounces; jam, 
two ounces; butter, two ounces; 
white sugar, two ounces; fresh veg- 
etables, six ounces; cheese, one 
ounce; split peas, half an ounce;
